COLLAPSE IS INEVITABLE 


Town Will Not Survive Long If Its 


Commercial Structure Is Torn 


Down Faster Than It Can 


Be Built Up.

He who dances must pay the fiddler. 


That is an old saying which is full of 
truth. The primary idea in this say* 
Ing, of course, is that one cannot have 
any pleasure without paying for it in 
some way, but this is not the only 
sense in which it muy be construed. 
It- means that we cannot pursue any 
foolish policy Indefinitely without pay- 
Ing for it in the end. 


No man can overtax his physical 


strength 
indefinitely 
without risk* 


Ing ultimate Cisaster. 
Dissipation 


or overwork may be continued for a 
time without any noticeable results, 
but if continued for a sufficiently long 
time the inevitable comes to pass. The 
laws of nature cannot be violated with 
Impunity. If one takes out of life more 
than he puts in, if he tears down his 
physical strength faster than he builds 
it up, he must eventually' pay the fid- 
dler. 


What is true of the laws of nature 


is equally true of economic laws. The 
people of a community may lor a time 
tear down the commercial structure of 
'a town faster than they build it up 
•without meeting disaster, but it cannot 
be continued indefinitely. In the end 
'they must pay the fiddler. 


Exhaust Resources of Community. 
The person who makes his living in 


a community, receiving the money of 
the community for his labor or the 
products of his labor, and then spends 
his income outside of his community 
is helping to exhaust the resources of 
the community Just as the man who 
expends his energy through dissipa- 
tion or overexertion faster than he 
builds it up is exhausting his physical 
resources. One man may do this, of 
course, without noticeably affecting the 
economic strength of thefcornmunity, 
but when a dozen men or women do 
,it the effect becomes noticeable and 
when a hundred do it the resources of 
.the community become exhausted to 
the point where collapse is inevitable. 
Those who are responsible for this sit- 


;uation may think that they have profit- 
ed individually by their actions, but 
.they have not realized that in the end 
they must pay the fiddler. 


There are some persons who seem to 


!be able to get through •««• without 
much effort. There are som*» who pro- 
ceed on the theory that the world owes 
them a living and they proceed to col- 
lect it. They take what they can get 
•and give nothing In return. Such per- 
sons, however, are not very numerous. 
•Most of us must pay for everything 
that we get. Some may have to pay 
more than their share and these are 
carrying the burden of those who get 
more than they pay for. The fact re- 
mains that, as a general rule, one can- 
,not have much worth while without 
paying for it. 
1 The merchants of any community 
are the backbone of that community, 
BO far as its prosperity and progress 
are concerned. Individually there may 
be some of them who do not exert 
themselves to boost their community, 
.but collectively they are the men upon 
'whom the living of every person in 
the community depends. The success 
or failure of an individual merchant 
may not be of particular concern to 
.the people of a community, but the 
success or failure of the merchants as 
a whole is a matter of the very great- 
est concern. 
( 
Provld* Market for Farmers. 


, The merchants of a town, in the first 
-place, provide a market for a large 
part of the products of the farmers 
'in the territory surrounding the town. 
'They buy the produce of'the farmers 
(tn small quantities, in accordance with 
'their need, and some of them buy in 
larger quantities for shipment to for- 
eign markets. If the merchants could 
'not do this there would be no market 
at least for the small quantities except 
.at ruinous prices. If the farmers could 
not realize a reasonable profit from 
their products, there would be no mon- 
ey for them to spend and there could 
be no money to pay for your products 
or to pay for your labor. It Is there- 
fore, of the greatest importance to ev- 
ery member of the community, wheth- 
er a resident of the town or a farmer 
in the country surrounding the town, 
that the merchants be enabled to pro- 
vide this market for at least a part of 
the farmer's products. 


Every dollar sent away from a town 


to a mail order house helps to diminish 
the ability of the local merchants t€ 
provide a market for the farmer's prod- 
ucts or to do any of the many othei 
things which the merchants of every 
town do for their community. 


Business in a community cannot be 


conducted on a one-sided basis. A mar 
cannot take out of his community a 
good living for himself and family and 
give nothing In return. He may dc 
so for a short time and get away with 
it. but in the end he mast pay the 
fiddler.

and upset the buggy. The three occu- 
pants were thrown along side the 
road and when the buggy turned over, 
the horse was carried with it, falling 
on the child. Mr. Hoffman received a 
badly bruKsled shoulder. The other 
girl was uninjured. Every rib in the 
girl's body was broken and death re- 
sulted! almost instantly. The horse 
arose and started to run away, but 
was caught shortly afterward.

ln~a half-teasing, jesting manner. 
"John, will you be careful?" exclaims 
the mother to her ten-year-old son, 
when he is trying to bring her some 
article that she has sent for. "You are 
the most awkward creature in the 
world. 
Your feet are so big it's no 


wonder you trip over them." And then, 
to her 'guest: "Just imagine, John 
wears shoes that are larger than mine 
already. I suppose he is going to have 
enormous feet like his father." 


It may be that John is sensitive. He 


duiibtless trying to do the errand 


gracefuly and carefully, and it hurts 
him to be reproved for his failure to 
do so. Moreover, he feels sensitive 
about those big feet. He knows that 
the only reason his parents tease him 
about them is because he cannot come 
back at them and make teasing re- 
marks about their infirmities. 


Now, really, does it seem fair? If 


you want to reprove John and humble 
him—perhaps you are justified, but 
you ought at least to be as consider- 
ate to him as you would be to a serv- 
ant—and do it when there is no third 
persoff present.

SHUT OUT WATER AND PUST 


Nature Has Provided for the Hermet- 


ical Closing of Nostrils of 


Seal and Camel. 


Most of us when we go in for diving 


have the very unpleasant experience 
of getting our nostrils full ot water. 
Nature did not design man to be a 
diving animal, otherwise she would 
have been as clever with his nose as 
she has been with seal's, London Tit- 
Bits says. 


The seal is, without doubt, the clev- 


erest diver in the imimal world, and 
his nose is a very ingenious contriv- 
ance Indeed. Each nostril is provided 
with muscles which close It hermetical- 
ly at the owner's will. And the shape 
of the nose Js such that when the nos- 
trils are closed uot a drop of water 
can enter. 


With seals the closing of the nostrils 


at the moment of diving has become 
an automatic process. 


This is wonderful enough, but w* 


can tee a still more remarkable appli- 
cation of the same principle in an ani- 
mal as far removed from the seal as 
chalk is from cheese. 


The seal is a 'water animal. 
The

He who dances must pay the fiddler. 
That Is an old saying which is full of 
truth. The primary Idea In this say- 
ing. of course, is that one cannot have 
any ploasuro without paying for It In 
some way. but this is not the only 
sense In which it may be construed. 
It means that wo caimot pursue any 
foolish policy indefinitely without pay- 
ing for it In the end. 


No man can overtax his physical 
strength 
Indelinitely 
without 
risk- 
ing 
ultimate 
Cisaster. 
Dissipation 
or overwork may be continued for a 
time without any noticeable results, 
but if conlinucd for a suflicientiy loug 
time the inevitable comes to pass. The 
laws of nature cannot be violated with 
Impunity. If one taltcs out of life more 
than ho puts in, if he tears down his 
physical strength faster than he builds 
it up, ho must eventually' pay the fid- 
dler. 


What is true of the laws of nature 
Is equally true of economic laws. Tlie 
people of a conununity may for a time 
tear down the commercial structure of 
a town faster than they build it up 
without meeting disaster, but it cannot 
be continued Indefinitely. In the end 
they must pay the fiddler. 


Exhaust Resources of Community. 
The person who makes his living in 
a community, receiving the money of 
the community for his labor or the 
products of his labor, and then spends 
his Income outside of his comnmnity 
Is helping to exhaust the resources of 
the community just as the man who 
expends his energy through dissipa- 
tion or overexertion faster than he 
builds it up is exhausting his physical 
resources. One man may do this, of 
course, without noticeably affecting the 
economic strength of thefcomraunity. 
but when a dozen men or women do 
.It the effect becomes noticeable and 
when a hundred do It the resources of 
.the cominunity become exhausted to 
the point where collapse Is Inevitable. 
Those who are responsible for this sit- 
uation may think that they have profit- 
ed individually by their actions, but 
they have not realized that In the end 
they must pay the fiddler. 


There are some persons who seem to 
be able to get through Mfr without 
much effort. There are somi> who pro- 
ceed on the theory that the world owes 
them a living and they proceed to col- 
lect it. They take ^vhnt thi^y can get 
and give nothing in return. Such per- 
sons, ho^vever, are not very numerous. 
•Most of us mus/ pay for everything 
that "sve get. Some may have to pay 
more than their share and these are 
carrying the burden of those who get 
more than they pay for. The fact re- 
mains that, as a general rule, one can- 
not have much worth while without 
paying for it. 
' The merchants of any community 
are the backbone of that community, 
fio far as its prosperity and progress 
are concerned. Individually there may 
be some of them who do not exert 
themselves to boost their community, 
,but collectively they are the men upon 
whom the living of every person in
